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So many different stories in regard 
to th e fam ous tu nn el of L ibby Prison 
have been published th at 1 feel like 
adding mine to the number, writes 
Maj. L. P. Williams, of the Seventy- 
th ird Indiana, in N ational Tribune. 
How to get out of Uibby was a t all 
times au 
absorbing 
topic. 
Every 
means of escape was studied over, d is­ 
cussed and carefully considered, until 
at last a few enterprising men came 
to the conclusion th at a tunnel was a 
practical scheme, and eariy in J a n ­ 
uary 
1864, 
commenced 
the 
work, 
which required weeks of patien t and 
vigorous toil to briDg to a practical 
ending. 
Coi. Thomas K. Rose, of the Seven- 
ty-sevtyith Pennsylvania, organized a 
tun neling squad, consisting of about 
eight men who were known to bo d is­ 
creet with “ no Jeaky” qualities, and 
couJd keep the secret from th eir best 
friends. A general knowledge th ro u g h ­ 
out the prison of what was being done 
would have insured its failure. 
The work was begun one night after 
‘lights o u t” by m aking a passage in 
the back of the fireplace in tne k itc h ­ 
en, so as to reach the cellar below, by 
digging downward through the m a­ 
sonry work of the chim ney a hole 
large enough for a mau to descend to 
a flue on the opposite side. 
In Ibis 
flue they hung a rude kind ot ropo 
ladder, by which the workmen could 
pass up and down with comparative 
ease. 
Every m orning ju st before daylight 
the workmen would come up aDd care­ 
fully replace the bricks in the back 
wall ot the chimney, so th a t all ap­ 
pearance of an opening to the oeliar 
was carefully concealed. 
A cooking 
stove sat in front of this fireplace and 
a barrel usually occupied a place near 
the stove, both of which assistod in 
hiding the work. 
• 
After reaching the cellar an opening 
the outside was what was wanted, 
and to accom plish this a tun nel under 
the street east oi; the building was 
commenced. 
The cellar was im m edi­ 
ately under the prison ^hospital, and 
was used 
ouly for the storage of 
boxes, 
straw, etc., 
and was never 
visited at Digbt. 
The tu nn el was started on a level 
ith the floor ot the cellar, which 
made it about five feet under ground, 
by picking the bricks and stones out 
of the thick wall until a hole was 
cpened large enough to adm it the 
body of a good-sized man. 
The work was continued by diggiDg 
ith knives and a chisel, the d irt c a r ­ 
ried back into the cellar aud conceal­ 
ed under the straw, 
with which the 
floor was covered several inches deep; 
large wooden spittoon was used for 
carrying the d iit off. 
As the work 
progressed ropes were fastened to two 
sides ot it, so th at i( could be drawn 
in and out of the excavation. 
This 
work was necessarily very slow, as the 
air would soon become im pure aud 
candles burn b at a few m inutes at a 
time, the workmen being compelled 
to come o a t and allow fresh air to 
flow in, as no method could be adopt­ 
ed for successfully ventilating it. 
T hus inch by inch the work pro­ 
gressed with the greatest secrecy aud 
caution. 
(Jareful 
w atchtulnoss was 
kept up n ig h t aud day to see that the 
plan was not discovered. 
Ou Sunday night, F ebruary 7, an 
error occurred which nearly proved 
fatal to the enterprise. 
i t had been 
very difficult to ascertain the exact 
width of the street, and for that rea­ 
son it was hard to teil just where the 
tunnel should end. 
When, as thought, 
the proper distance had been reached, 
the diggers worked their way to the 
surface, 
but to their dismay touud 
they were some distance short of the 
proper place, and were emerging a l ­ 
most uuder the feet of the sentry. 
The work was continued by filling 
up the place as well as possible, and 
going on with the excavation until 
the proper distance was reached, when 
an opening was made to the surface. 
Tuesday night, F ebruary 9, was tbo 
tim e fixed to try the escape. 
A bout 
dark on th a t evening the plans began 
to Jbe whispered from one to another. 
The order ot d eparture had been a r­ 
ranged, so that all who worked on the 
tun n el were to go first, the friends 
whom they had selected to go next in 
regular order. 
A tter th at all others 
as best they could. 
It was a slow 
process, getting down the chimney, 
crossing 
the 
cellar 
and crawling 
through the tunnel. 
The first 
man passed out about 
seven p. m ., and after him a num ber 
of others had succeeded in getting 
out saiely by which tim e quite an 
eager crowd had gathered in the room 
im patiently awaiting their turn, when 
some one, eithor maliciously or m is­ 
takenly, raised au alarm 
that the 
guards were coming, and a stampede 
occurred. 
1 supposed th a t ail was 
discovered, and was thinkin g of re tir ­ 
ing to my blanket, but soon ftouud 
that it was a false alarm, and q u ic k ­ 
ly gathering my squad together, we 
took 
advantage 
of the quiet that 
followed the uproar. 
1 led off aud 
got into the chim ney and seized the 
rope, but in my eagerness did not 
grasp it tight enough, aud it slipped 
through my hands and 1 dropped to 
the bottom of the cellar, and it seem ­ 
ed as I went down the chim ney that 
it was 30 feet deep at least. 
We were soon at the m outh of tho 
tunnel. 
One man started in, and I 
quickly followed. 
in order to get 
through it was necessary to lie flat 
down and work one’s self through in 
that position. 
About the m iddle [ot 
the tunnel 1 got fastened by my over­ 


coat, whioh 1 had rolled up into as 
small a bundle as possible, getting in 
by my side and completely wedging 
me fast. 
My only chance to get 
loose was to back out a 
few 
feet, 
and as some one was following close 
at my heels 1 was compelled to give 
him a few vigorous kicks, when he 
retired a short distance, and 1 was 
relieved. 
How long that place seem­ 
ed. 
I would have said it was at least 
100 yards instead of only abont 00 
feet. 
The roar of tbe noise as we 
crawled through was to me like the 
sound of wagons on a covered bridge. 
The opening from the tu nn el came 
up under an old shed with a piauk 
fence between the exit aud the guard 
line around tbe prison. 
A vacant lot led from this shed 
toward Canal street, with a carriage 
house to be passed through before 
reaching it. 
The sentinels were on a 
line with the front of the carriage 
house, 
and before 
goiDg into the 
street it was necessary to wait until 
the guards turned tbeir backs and 
moved oif in tbe opposite 
direction. 
A large warehouse near this shed was 
used to store hundreds of boxes co n ­ 
taining clothing and provisions that 
had been sent to the prisoners by 
their friends. 
These boxes had been 
repeatedly robbed by soldiers or c it­ 
izens hanging about tbe vioinity. 
It was my opiuion at the tim e that 
the guards m ust have seen some of us, 
but th in king it was a raid being made 
on the Vankee boxes, paid no a tte n ­ 
tion to it. 
A lieutenant ot tbe guard 
afterwards corroborated this. 
Tbe author of “ New Yankee Doo­ 
d le ” versified this scene, as follows: 


“ L’hrough tunnel, patiently scooped 
o at 
Heneatli the se n try ’s beat, 
One hundred captured officers 
Stand free upon the street. 
The robs on guard see dusky forms 
Diverging from the shed, 
Where A be’s great boxes of supplies 
Were stored; they only said: 
‘Our boys are out again to-night 
A-couflscating things. 
And ere they turned again, tbe forms 
Had somehow taken wings; 
And eft through lane and wood and 
swamp 
Tbe scattered p a tiio t band, 
H ound-hunted, sore and famished, all 
Are headed for ‘U od’s E a n d .” 


Napoleon’s Many Escapes. 


in reply to the question in what e n ­ 
gagements he considered himself to 
have been in tbe greatest danger of 
losing bis life. Napoleon once said, 
“ In the comm encement ot my cam ­ 
paigns.” Indeed, if furth er proof were 
demanded to show th a t he did not 
spare himself at Toulon it is only 
necessary to add th at du ring the ten 
weeks ot its siege Napoleon, in ¡ d li- 
tion to a bayonet wound in bis thigh, 
had three 
horses shot u nder him, 
while at the siege of Acre during the 
expedition to E gypt he lost no fewer 
than four iu the same manner. 
During the last days of his lite 
when captivity, disappointm ent and 
sickuess had 
well nigh 
completed 
th eir work, it is said th at the agony 
ot bis fatal disease drew from him on 
many occasions the pitiful cry ot, 
“ Why did ^the [[cannon balls spare 
m e?” 
D uring his long m ilitary career N a­ 
poleon fought 60 battles while Caesar 
fought but 50. 
iu the early part of 
his career he was utterly reckless of 
danger while on the battlefield, and 
this spirit of fearlessness contributed 
largely to the love aud esteem in 
which he was held by his armies. 
There was a curious belief among the 
English in N apoleon’s tim e th at he 
had never been wounded, and indeed 
the report was cu rren t th at he care­ 
fully if not in a cowardly m anner 
refrained 
from 
exposing 
himself. 
N othing could be moie contrary to 
tbe truth, for be was in reality several 
times severely wounded, 
but as he 
wished to impress upon his troops the 
belief th at good fortune never desert­ 
ed him and that, like Achilles, he 
was well nigh invulnerable, he always 
made a secret of his many dangers. 
He therefore enjoined once for all 
upon the part of bis im m ediate stall 
tbo most absolute silence regarding 
all circum stances of this nature, for 
it is alm ost impossible to calculate 
the confusion 
and disorder 
which 
would have resulted from tho slightest 
report or the smallest doubt relativo 
to his existence. 
Upon the single 
thread of this m a n ’s life depended 
not only tho tate and governm ent of 
a great empire, but the whole policy 
and destiny of Europe as well. 
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Washington 
Letter. 


Washington, December 10, 1906. 
Cougiess assembled 
December 3d 
with every mem ber of the C alifornia 
delegation piesent, except congress­ 
man 
EDglebrigbt, 
who 
succeeds 
Governor-elect G illett. The congress­ 
man from the first was unavoidably 
detained in 
California by an 
im ­ 
portant case which 
he was to try 
before the court. 
Every member of congress was more 
than usually interested iu the fo rth ­ 
coming message 
of the 
president. 
What shape his views 
would take on 
many im portant questions was the 
subject of m uch 
speculation, 
and 
when 
he 
delayed 
presenting 
the 
message un til Tuesday, the interest 
was greatly increased. 
From a C ali­ 
fornia point of view, the p resid en t’s 
attitu d e on the question raised by the 
San Francisco School Hoard in regard 
to Japanese pupils was of greatest im ­ 
portance, and when the message a p ­ 
peared, th at portion of it relating to 
this subject received greatest attention 
at the^bands ot the delegation, though 
very great interest in it was m anifest­ 
ed by ail tbe members of both bouses. 
To those fam iliar with the facts of 
the case and with the conditions on 
the Pacific coast, it seemed apparent 
th at the president had been m isin ­ 
formed as to the m anner in which the 
Japanese have been treated, and a 
close study of the treaty failed to 
show in what respect it has been vio­ 
lated. 
The 
treaty 
provides 
that 
Japanese “ shall enjoy all the rights 
aud 
privileges 
eujoyed 
by native 
citizens,” aud, as to n e of them have 
been 
excluded 
from enjoying the 
educational facilities provided, it was 
asserted th at there has beeu no vio­ 
lation of the treaty. 
One of the ways 
in which the president proposed to 
remedy the 
m ythical condition ol 
which he com plained was th at con ­ 
gress should pass an act specifically 
providing for the naturalization ol 
Japanese; though 
how 
this would 
benefit those who already “ enjoy all 
the rights and privileges eujoyed by 
native c itiz e n s” it is hard to see. 
This recom m endation did not meet 
the aoproval of tbe C alifornia dele­ 
gation in congress, the members of 
which are of the opiuion th at rather 
than open wider the way to citizen­ 
ship 
to 
foreigners 
it 
should 
he 
narrowed. 
_ 
Another point in the message which 
excited com m ent was th at the “ United 
¡States statutes 
failed 
to give the 
N atioual 
governm ent 
sufficiently 
ample power 
through 
the 
United 
States courts and by the use of the 
Army aud Nuvy, to protect aliens in 
the 
rights 
secuied 
under 
solemn 
treaties which 
are th e law of tbe 
lan d .” 
This assertion as made in the 
face of th e provision of the treaty 
that Japanese “ shall have fiee access 
to the (gpirts ot justice iu pu rsuit 
and detense ot tbeir rights and in ali 
other m atters connected with the a d ­ 
m inistration of 
justice 
they shall 
enjoy all the lig hts and privileges 
enjoyed by native citizen s.” 
No one 
seemed able to see how the use of the 
Army au d ’N’avy could fu rther secure 
the rights whioh the Japanese enjoy 
in common with American citizens. 
This provision of the treaty .ap p a r­ 
ently renders superfluous the recom ­ 
mendation of the ptesident th at “ the 
crim inal aud civil 
statutes of the 
United States be 
so amended and 
added to as to enable tbe president to 
enforce the r i g h ts . ot aliens under 
treatie s.” 
In view of the fact that 
the courts 
are now 
open 
to the 
Japanese, tbe assertion of the presi­ 
dent that “ all of the forces, m ilitary 
and civil, of t b e U nited States, which 
1 may lawfully employ, 
will be so 
em ployed” in enforcing the rights ot 
alieD Japanese, raises tbe question as 
to whether iu his opinion, Japanese 
have rights which are not accorded to 
American citizens. 
Another question which ijas beeu 
brought prom inently forward by this 
portion of the p resident’s message is 
th at relating to the extent ot tbe 
power of the federal governm ent to 
interfere with the local laws of the 
several 
' states. 
This 
point 
was 
brought to the attention of congress 
in a resolution by Senator Rayner ot 
Maryland, which states there is no 
provision in the tieaty with Japan 
that interferes with tho right of the 
State of C alifornia to conduct and 
adm inister 
its 
system 
ot 
public 
schools in 'accordance with its own 
legislation, and 
calling 
upon tbe 


Secretary 
of [course 
however 
F lin t on 
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I president to so notify Japan. 
I t is 
not probable th a t any action will be 
taken on this resolution, 
though it 
may serve as an opportunity for dis 
cussing the grave question of how far 
the general governm ent may interfere 
iu the internal governm ent of the 
different -states. 
tn his message the president gave 
no intim ation of his auth ority for his 
statem ent of the Japanese case, and 
whether it was based on 
M etcalf’s report or n ot is 
not known. 
This report 
was called for by Senator 
Wednesday by a resolution which was 
adopted. 
There is no anticipation here that 
this Japanese question will result in 
any breach between tbe two countries. 
The facts are so simple, the propriety 
of the action of the San Franoisco 
School Hoard so apparent, and the 
Japanese are so intelligent and fair 
m inded, th at there is no chance for 
an international episode. 
Whatever 
danger lies in the situation exists in 
what might easily be developed into 
au effort to secure for tbo general 
governm ent an 
influence 
in 
state 
affairs which is not granted by the 
constitution of tbe United States. 
One result of the Japauese episode 
may be tbe negotiation of another 
treaty with Japan, in which provision 
will be made for the exclusion ot 
Japanese coolies, as in the case of the 
Chinese. 
i t is improbable th at the 
president’s suggestion of 
natm aliza- 
tion will be adopted, 
as the entire 
Faciffc 
coast 
would 
protest 
in a 
manner not to be ignored. 
In an 
interview 
with 
the 
president 
on 
Thursday, Senator P erkins em p hati­ 
cally set forth the position of C ali­ 
fornia and the Paciffo coast states on 
this and other aspects ot the Japanese 
question, so th a t there is no longer 
any reason why the president should 
be um ntorm ed as t.j the real situation. 
Tbe power of the president to d is­ 
charge United States troops at will, 
and the additional unrestricted power 
to dismiss officers of tbe Navy when­ 
ever in 
his opinion they are u n ­ 
worthy, has been brought prom inently 
before the senate by tho discharge of 
the compauies of the 23d Regimeut 
alleged to .bo 
responsible 
for the 
Brownsville affair, and by the special 
message 
of 
tbe 
president 
asking 
authority to discharge naval officers 
on bis own initiative, the question of 
dangerous centralization of power is 
involved, aud the senate is fully alive 
to its importance. 
Congressman Hayes 
and Benator 
Perkins soon after th eir arrival in 
Washington secured authorization by 
the secretary of the treasury to re ­ 
place the clock iu the tower of the 
federal building .at San Jose. 
And 
f o r a weather bureau office therein; 
also an order trom tbe secretary of 
the treasury to the custodiau of the 
San F rancisco postoffice building to 
provide accom modations 
for U. S. 
jujors when compelled to rem ain out 
over night. 
Senator P erkins was nlso appointed 
delegate to the N ational Rivers Jaud 
Harbors Congress, 
which began its 
sessions ou tbe 5th instunt, by the 
California state 
board ot trade, tbe 
chamber of commerce of San Diego, 
and M erchant’s Exchange of Oakland. 
As the work of the congress will be 
im po rtan t,it is gratifying th at he has 
been selected, as be is fam iliar not 
only with local conditions but with 
the best means of effecting through 
legislation such objects relating to 
California rivers and harbois as may 
be proposed. 
P. J. Von Eoben Seis 
ot Oakland is also a delegate to the 
congress in tbe interest of Oaklaud 
harbor. 
Senator P erkins and Congressman 
Knowland have taken up with the war 
departm ent the plan ot increasing the 
depth ot water in the channel in the 
tidal basin of Oakland harbor, where 
have recently been established many 
new m anufactures. 
I t is proposed to 
increase 
the 
width 
of tbe 
main 
channel to Fallon street, and to cou- 
tinuo this depth of 
twenty-live feet 
to Tenth avenue. 
East Saturday seuator P erkius and 
congressman 
Knowland 
called 
on 
Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue 
Yerkes aud persuaded.him to retain in 
Oakland the In ternal Revenue office. 
This order was secured in face of the 
tact that there have been num erous 
applications trom alm ost every state 
for the establishm ent of sub-offices of 
tbe internal revenue departm ent in 
some of the larger cities of the differ­ 
ent collection districts. 
In all cases 
except Oakland 
such 
applications 
have been refused 
In tbe senate during the past week, 
Senator F lin t introduced a bill for 
tbe establishm ent of a drainage fund 
and the construction ot works for the 
reclamation of swamps and overflowed 
lands; also a bill providing for tbe 
celebration at Eos Angeles, by an 
international exhibition, the opening 
of the Panama canal. 
In tbe House a bill was 
passed 
authorizing national ta n k s to make 
loans to real estate as security.

The vicissitudes of Preston School 
ot 
ind ustry, 
at lone, 
in 
Amador 
county, 
have been maoy and dis­ 
couraging, but it has survived 
them 
all and seems to be on the threshold 
of a useful career—if only the blight 
of political spoliation 
cb d 
be kept 
from w ithering its prospects. 
That 
blight has haunted it like a Nemesis 
trom its outset u n til the beginning ot 
the Pardee adm inistration, and 
who 
can read the signs ot the 
coming 
times? 
C ertainly not 1. 
The fact 
that, 
du rin g its 
twelve years of 
existence as a school, Preston has had 
five 
superintendents 
is 
conclusive 
either of inability of the directorate 
to choose the right man for th e place, 
oi a disinclination to retain the right 
man when found. 
W ithout continuity 
of management in such a school there 
can be nothing 
worth while, or at 
least 
nothing 
approaching 
that 
measure of success which the people 
of California have a right to expect 
for tbeir money. 


‘The Farm As It Is. 


Tbe farm at Preston ¡School com­ 
prises 570 acres. 
1 desire to place 
emphasis upon the word “ acres.” 
Of 
land there is a possible hundred acres 
which may 
by courtesy 
be called 
tillable. 
The soil locks up in sum mer 
like so much concrete, and runs down 
the hill in the wet season like so 
much soft mush or slush. 
The low­ 
lands are soggy 
and must be tile 
drained, as well as irrigated, in order 
to be made productive. 
The soil also 
has to be fertilized and needs to have 
mulch and sand mixed 
into it to 
make it respond to tillage in an y ­ 
thing tike an encouraging way. 
In 
short the farm selected for a reform 
school has to be made over, born 
again, 
regenerated 
and 
reclaimed 
uless barrenness is to reign supreme. 
To meet the needs of the school it has 
been found necessary to rent seventy 
acres ot adjacent land (at the expenso 
of draining and reclaim ing th at also 
as consideration 
for a short term 
lease), in order to produce what the 
school needs to cousume. 
It is pro­ 
posed to buy 200 adjacent acres, in ­ 
cluding the seventy acres now being 
rented (and mainly because of it) in 
order th at the farm may be made 
equal to requirem ents for agricultural 
prodnots for a possible population 
of 300 persons. 
In other words, and 
in round numbers, it will require 
three acres of Preston School land 
to supply each boy with meat and 
milk, fruit, eggs nud vegetables, and 
it will require intensivo tillage to 
accomplish that.

The Investm ent. 


The state has 
an 
investm ent at 
Preston School of not far from $325,­ 
000 including tbe land, whose original 
cost was 
$10,800; 
buildings about 
$235,000; 
witter 
system 
aDd 
water 
ights, $69,000; and an equipm eut not 
easy of estim ation. 
The buildings 
are imposing and seemingly well c o n ­ 
structed. 
The m ain building is at 
least one 
story 
tali, 
having four 
stories and a basement, with wings ot 
three stories 
and 
basement. 
The 
cottages have two stories and 
base­ 
ment. 
All are of brick. 
The main water and power supply 
comes from S u tter 
creek 
through 
thirteen miles of open ditch, which 
needs to be made of concrete; thence 
through 6000 feet of shell steel pipe, 
more than half of 
which needs t.o 
be replaced with new. 
This 
water 
ight, if utilized, protected 
aud d e ­ 
fended, supplies 
enough water 
to 
irrigate 120 acres ot laud and power 
enough to run 
a good deal more 
m achinery than is now in operation. 
The pressure is 230 pounds to the 
square inch. 
This source of power is the one 
redeeming feature ot the location. 
It 
keeps three good Peltou water wheels 
in operation, beside several smaller 
ones, and if Preston shall some day 
become a real m ecbauical training 
school this source ot water power will 
prove ot inestim able value, and it is 
extremely useful even now. 
I t tur- 
nishes power for electric lights, for a 
planing 
mill 
and 
for 
various 
mechanical contrivances 
about tbo 
institution. While handicrafts should 
predom inate in such a school a certain 
am ount of 
m achinery 
is advisable 
and profitable. 
I t wakens many a 
brain that nothing else will 
budge. 
The domestic water supply is piped 
from a spring aud is scanty. 


Cost of Maintenance. 


The State 
Legislatures have not 
dealt as generously, in point of m ain­ 
tenance, with Preston School as with 
Whittier, and it is only 
by keeping 
two or three official 
places vacant 
that expenses can be met. 
This is 
not good for the school or conducive 
to the contentm ent ot the instructive 
force. 
The monthly payroll amounts 
to $2291.06, aud it costs 76 cents per 
day to m aintain 
each boy in the 
school, or a per capita of $247 per 
year, against $311.79 for W hittier. 
1 
think the State would do well to 
allow a per capita annual cost not 
exceeding $300 for both schools and 
put them lo th on the same basis or 
near it.

their arrival at the school. 
At pre 
sent, nothing higher thau sixth grade 
work is being done, partly for the 
reason that 
those 
who 
are more 
advanced are busy 
all day in the 
shops 
and on construction 
work. 
There should be rQotn at Preston for 
some 
comm erical school 
work for 
those able to take it. 


Manual Training. 
East year a beginning was made 
at Preston School in m anual training, 
and a good ibeginniug it was. 
The 
equipm ent is sufficient for a clas3 of 
sixteen, and 
two classes 
are held 
each day, the pupils that are given 
in struction 
reciting once a week. 
The recitations, or practice periods 
are long. 
One class works from 8 to 
11:30 a. m., and another trom 1 to 
3:30 p. m. 
T his is not 
the best 
arrangem ent that could be made. 
It 
would be more to 
the ‘purpose to 
divide these periods into two and 
give each pupil two lessons per week, 
but that schedule would discommode 
somewhat else, and tbe management 
has not yet reached 
th at state of 
enthusiasm for m anual training which 
would prom pt it to give th at form of 
education th e right of way over the 
main line, making other things side­ 
track for it. 
I t would be better for 
the belated boy 
if such enthusiasm 
for m anual training were to possess 
the management. 
What The P reston Hoys Have Done. 
The older boys at P reston School 
have done a good deal of valuable 
work during the last year or two, 
valuable to the institu tion and valu­ 
able to themselves. 
Some three years 
ago tbe trades building burned, leav­ 
ing the blackened brick walls stan d ­ 
ing. 
The last session 
of the Legis­ 
lature appropriated $2t),U00jfor its re ­ 
construction and th e re-constrnction 
work has nearly ail been done, and 
well done, by the boys. 
An annex 
has been built ot cement blocks and 
the blocks have all been made by tbe 
boys, laid up with the aid of a super­ 
vising mason, roofed with slato and 
the interior finishing is now being 
p ut in also by the boys. 
M illing 
machinery was installed to aid them, 
and they take great pride in its opera­ 
tion. 
Next year there will be an 
assembly hall to build, and wbatover 
is bu ilt should be b uilt by th e boys 
and not otherwise. 
Compensation tor Labor. 
A 
youth, of 
16 to 20 years, who 
spends half of each day iu school 
(though the workers do not all do 
th at at P reston) aDd gets bis board 
and clothes, cannot have a very con­ 
siderable m argin coming to him for 
haif-day service on tarm or in shop, 


but tbero m ight well be something 
for good service. 
He ttmt som ething 
ever so small it would give tho boys 
enthusiasm that would prove of in ­ 
calculable value ou the woik ot re­ 
form ation of character, the r al work 
of the school. 
Work which brings to 
the worker no piesent, tan g ib le re­ 
compense is drudgery, and drudgery 
seldom begets a love for an in d u s tri­ 
ous life, but if to drudgery there be 
added love, or personal gain, 
at once 
there is an electrical change in the 
industrial atm osphere and before he 
has become aware of it, the worker 
has learned to love work.

The state oouventions ot botb the 
republican and dem ocratic parties aie 
pledged to support a change in the 
law, providing tor the nom ination of 
all candidates for election offices by 
th e 
d irect 
prim ary 
method. 
Of 
course, the republicans having control 
of both branohes of the legislature, 
will be held reponsible for any fail­ 
ure to enact such a law. 
The urgeut 
need of this reform has been apparent 
for many years, b a t never was it so 
forcibly impressed apon tb e voters 
of th is state as in tbe last campaign. 
The resentm ent of th e rank and lile 
at the autocratic m ethods pursued 
was manifest in both state and county 
tickets. 
The 
party thanks to the 
th ird party m ovem ent, won o at on 
th e state issue, 
b a t th a t ta ct by no 
means constitutes an endorsem ent of 
the m ethods resorted to at the state 
convention. 
On 
tbe contrary, 
an 
analysis of tb e vote shows th at the 
tactics were em phatically condemned 
by the voters. 
A tew such victories 
would be costly indeed to the re ­ 
publican party. 
The rem edy for the 
evils th a t 
forged to 
the fro nt so 
brazenly in the late campaign is the 
selection of all candidates by direct 
prim ary. 
This will strike at the root 
of the evil. 
I t will relegate ab so lu te­ 
ly the selection of candidates to the 
m ajority of the party adherents. 
If 
they fail to exercise th eir rights to 
vote at the prim ary, th a t is th e ir 
fault. 
Given th e opp ortu nity to ex­ 
press th eir 
choice, they alone are 
blam able if they fail to avail them 
selves of the right. 
Tbe main cause 
of dissatisfaction—namely, the ignor­ 
ing of the masses cf voters—will bo 
rem oved. 
A lready objections are being raised 
to the d irect prim ary system.

the Hrst place, an aspirant tor public

would then have to make a 'general 
canvass, as at present, to secure his 
election. 
While this may be all true, 
it is a very 
small 
m atter 
when 
weighed against th e benefits likely to 
How fiom th e reform plan.

argum ents will not satisfy tbe voters 
of either party for a failure of the 
legislature to pass the proposed law 
and therebyjgive the people a chance 
to test its m erits by an 
actnal trial. 
The 
bosses—those who

state and county conventions, do not 
want to be shorn of their strength, 
and wonld prefer to stand by tbe con­ 
vention methods.

C hristm as tide is, by universal c u s­ 
tom of C hristendom recognized as the 
period of joy and gladuess.

LARGE MINING DEAL 


Argonaut Buys Hoffman Grounds— 


W. F. Detert Sells Large Block 


of Argonaut Stock. 


A m ining deal of vital im portance 
to Jackson and to the com unity Lt 
large, was consum m ated this week, 
by which the control of the famous 
A rgonaut mine will doubtless pass 
into other bands. 
There has been 
much wild talk in regard to this sale. 
Reports that have some foundation 
in fact, are exaggerated by repetition, 
u ntil the wildest notions are given 
out as truth. 
To add to the confus­ 
ion, thb Amador Record of this week 
publishes a statem ent concerning tbe 
Argonaut and tbe sale which, to sny 
the least, is utterly misleading, not 
only concerning the history of the 
mine, but in regard to the recent sale 
ot stock; 
and 
which moreover is 
calculated to give the outside world 
a damaging im pression of tbe methods 
of m ining 
in Am ador county 
in 
general. 
We have endeavored to get tbe facts 
of this change of owneisbip of the 
Argonaut from headquarters, for the 
very purpose of giving the true ver­ 
sion as nearly as possible. 


E arly this week two gentlemen from 
the east, W.' K. Matthews of New 
Vork, representing the owuers of the 
•White Knob CopperJM iniug Company 
of Idaho, 
and W, O. Manson 
of 
Chicago, 
arrived in Jackson, tbeii 
mission being to close tbe sale ol 
the interest held by W. F. Detert in 
the A rgonaut mine. 
T his property is 
divided into 200,000 shares, and Mr 
Detert has held a coutroling interest 
therein. 
Mr Manson was the p ro ­ 
moter of the sale. 
Some tim e back 
Mr Matthews became a stockholder in 
the A rgonaut to the extent of about 
40,000 shares, 
or one fourth of the 
property. 
Tho steadiness of the niioe 
as a prolific dividend payer—for the 
A grouaut is in reality and has been for 
years, one ot the biggest paying m in­ 
ing propositions in tho state, ganged 
by tho quotation price ot th e s t o c k - 
helped along tbe move to dispose of a 
larger 
block 
of 
D e te rt’s 
interest 
therein. 
A rriving neie and seeing 
tbe situation, Mr Matthews flatly de­ 
clined to purehase, unless tbe a d jo in ­ 
ing g rou nd —known as the Hoffman 
field, aud all other purchases acquired 
by Mr Detert tor the purpose of p ro ­ 
tecting the m ineral developm ent of 
that ground, 
were inoluded. 
This 
Hoffman 
field 
with 
the 
adjacent 
ground, has been a very costly pro­ 
perty to Detert. 
i t was his individual 
p ro p eity ,'au d the Argonaut had no 
interest therein, although it was tbe 
belief of the owner all along th at it 
should 
be 
consolidated 
with 
the 
Argonaut. 
T his consolidation 
was 
never effected, until the pust week, 
when the issue was squarely presented 
by the intending purchasers. 
Under 
these 
circum stances 
the Argonaut 
company arranged to buy the H off­ 
man ground. 
The deed is not yet on 
record, but the sale may be said to 
be an accomplished fact. 
Thereafter Mr D eteit sold a large 
block of stock to Matthews, how many 
shares we cannot say, 
hut wo may 
state, th at with stock sold by b. F. 
Taylor and W. J. Harvey, the aggre­ 
gate does not co n stitu te a controiiug 
interest. 
The price we do not know, 
but the 
figures of $700,000, 
is wide 
of the mark. 
l t does not am ount to 
anything like th at sum. 
Tbe market 
price of the stock on the exchange is 
$4.70 per share. 
Any large am ount 
of shares thrown 
upon the m arket 
wtruld break any such price. 
That 
would represent not quite a million 
for the mine. 
The stock sold 
was 
much below that rate. 
N either Mr D etert nor Mr Taylor 
have sola all 
tbeir 
shares. 
The 
former will continue as president for 
some tim e any way. 
No doubt the 
New Y'ork purchasers will eventually 
get a coutroling 
in terest and 
p ro ­ 
bably 
Mr 
Matthews 
will move to 
Amador county and take charge of 
the property. 
While the negotiations were made 
for this transfer of stock in Jackson, 
tbe final 
arrangements, the actual 
transfer was to be made in San F ra n ­ 
cisco, 
and Mr 
D etert 
received 
a 
message this 
m orning to the effect 
that the money had 
been paid 
and 
stock duly delivered, 
th e mine is looking as well as ever. 
The sale wiil 
be 
a benefit 
to 
this 
section, 
as 
the 
new 
owners 
will 
arrange to work the 
property 
on a 
much larger scale. 
The A rgonaut has 
always been conducted as a legtiniate 
m ining enterprise, 
i t is unfortunate 
th at at any time in its history it 
should be published as playing a 
freeze out game. 
N othing is further 
from the actual tru th. 
W. F. Detert 
has heretotore refused a liberal offer 
tor his interest, 
because tho parties 
would 
not consent to 
buy 
othci 
stockholders on the same terms. 


There has been a great deal of talk 
because of 
the 
discharge 
without 
honor of three companies of colored 
soldiers. 
Do you know why it was 
done? There was a good deal of fric ­ 
tion betweeu white citizens aud the 
colored at Brownsville, Texas. 
One 
day a colored soldier was knocked 
down by a white citizen for jostling 
his wife. 
'lhe same aay a colored 
soldier rudely treated another white 
woman on 
the streets. 
This caused 
so much excitem ent that the soldiers 
were confined 
to th eir 
barracks. 
T hat night twelve or fifteen of them 
escaped and fired ten shots into a 
bouse containing two women and five 
children. 
The lieuten ant of police, 
a 
man universally respected, rode 
toward tbe shotiug. 
A lthough he did 
not even 
draw his 
revolver, 
the 
raiders, 
whom he estim ated to be 
about fifteen iu num ber, fired upon 
him, killed his horse, aud shot him 
in tho rig h t arm, which afterwards 
had to be am putated below the elbow. 
Then they fired seven or eight shots 
into b hotel, killed the bartender ot 
a saloon, slightly wounded a Mexican, 
fired five or six shots into another 
private bouse, two 
ot which went 
through th e mosquito bar over a bed 
iu which a woman and two children 
were sleeping, and then apparently 
ran back to the barracks. The officer 
at first thought th at the firing had 
come from the town side, and the 
men had no trouble in getting back 
and cleaning tbeir rifles. 
Wbon the 
soldiers were 
questioned, 
not one 
would adm it any knowledge of any 
trou ble.—Achisen Globe. 


Amador Pioneer Passes Away. 


Hugh M. LaRue, a pioneer of A m a ­ 
dor county, 
and for mauy years a 
prom inent 
resident of Sacram ento, 
died in that cily on Wednesday of last 
week. 
He was 76 years and 8 m onths 
old, and a native of K entucky. 
His 
parents removed to Missouri in 1839,

E. Molognoni Steps 
into 
Oneida 


Shaft, and 
is Mangled to Pieces 


George A innich, a young Austrian 
miner, was killed in the Gwin mine 
on Saturday m orning last. 
He had 
bee", working at a place in the miue 
where the air was bad. 
On reaching 
the shaft on the fatal morning, pre­ 
paratory to 
boarding 
the skip to 
ascend to the surface, after com plet­ 
ing his shift, he com plained that he 
was not feeling well; his head ached, 
believed J;o be caused by_ the gases 
where he had been working. 
Some of 
his fellow workmen advised him not 
to get on the skip or cage at that 
tim e but to get some water and bathe 
his face, th a t would probably revive 
him. He declined to take this advice, 
saying he would wait until he got on 
top. 
Fatal resolve. 
The light of day 
he was destined never again to see. 
He got on the cage. 
It seems they 
take from 20 to 25 men out at a time, 
as the cage is provided with four 
decks or platform s, 6 or 7 men riding 
on each deck. 
A innich m ust have 
ascended from 150 to 200 feet, aud 
then fell otf into the 
shaft. 
His 
companions did not know 
exactly 
where he fell olf. 
The shaft which 
they were ascendiug is known as the 
down air shaft*— the rush of fresh air 
being down that_ shaft, and up the 
other com partm ent. 
I t is supposed 
that when the curren t of fresh air 
struck the young miner, he fainted, 
aud toppled over to his death. 
The 
body was recovered as soon as possi­ 
ble, and the rem ains were brought to 
Jackson 
the 
same 
evening. 
The 
tuneral was held on Monday, undei 
the direction of the M in ers’ Union of 
Paloma, of which the deceased wa3 a 
member. 
In term e nt 
was 
in 
tbe 
Catholic cemetery. 
Deceased was only 22 years of age. 
He had been working in th e Gwin 
about one year. 
P rio r to th a t 
he 
worked in the Zeila. 
He leaves a 
cousin in Sacramento, who 
came up 
to attend the funeral.

Oneida School House Burned. 


The Oueida echoolhouse buildings 
were 
entirely 
destroyed 
by 
fire 
between 12 and 1 o ’clock Wednesday 
morning. 
There were two buildings, 
both of frame. 
One was erected only 
a few years back, fa accommodate the 
increasing attendance. 
The erection 
of this addition involved the district 
in a bonded 
indebtedness, 
which, 
however, 
has 
been entirely 
paid. 
Pefoie .th e Ure was discovered, one 
building was completely enveloped 
in flames, and little could be done in 
the way of saving any of the contents 
of either building. 
The schoolhouses 
were nicely luruished, and provided 
with a good library. 
The total loss 
will reach fully §4000. There was an 
insurance of S2100. 
The origiu of the fire is shrouded 
in mystery. 
The general impression 
is that it was the work of an incendi­ 
ary, prom pted by malicious ¿motivos. 
But why the spirit of malice should 
fipd vent 
in the destruction of a 
school building, 
in which every p ro­ 
perty holder nnd parent has an in ter­ 
est, is beyond unravelm ent.

Tho trustees will no d oubt arrange 
to rebuiid as soon as possible. 
This 
will involve the d istrict in an [in 
debtedness of §3000 ur §4000, as the 
probability is th at brick or stone will 
be the m aterial used. 
The school 
term will not be finished until May.

One of the most horrible accidents 
that we have been called upon to 
cbionicle in the annals ot m ining in 
this county, occurred at the Oneida 
mine, early Tuesday 
m orning, eaus- 
iug the 
in stan t death 
of 
Eugene 
Molognoni. 
How the victim came to 
make the m istake 
th at led to his 
death is a m atter ot conjecture. 
He 
was an experienced miner, and had 
worked 
at the O neida mine for two 
years and five months. 
Molognoni lived with 
his brother, 
F ortu nato Molognoni, 
at 
the 
old 
Fernollet place, about a mile from the 
mine. 
He was employed as car man 
at tho 2200 level, between 
the winze 
aud the main shaft. 
Before leaving 
home on 
tbe previous evening, he 
complained of not feeling weil, aud 
told his brother when he started for 
the mine, th at if he did not feel 
better he would 
not go to 
work. 
Beaching the mine, however, he did 
not m ention th a t he was sick, and 
went to work as usnal. 
His partner 
was Agustino Biasotti, and to him 
during tbe 'w o rkin g 
sh itt he com ­ 
plained of sickness, He was told to 
take it easy, th at he would make up 
tor his shortcomings. 
S hortly after 3 o ’olook he -got on 
the skip with ten or twelve others. 
He was riding on the top of the skip, 
un the southeast corner, and ascend­ 
ing 
the 
north 
com partm ent—[the 
down-air com partm ent. 
Beaching the 
surface, he stepped backwards, at the 
same tim e lettin g go the cable he was 
holding. 
He 
thereby 
unw ittingly 
stepped squarely into the chasm of the 
south com partm ent, 
falling to the 
sump, a distance of 2300 feet. 
Hie 
oody struck the tim bers of the shaft 
in its awful plunge, aud was literally 
torn to fragments. 
‘ 
H is partner 
was 
standing 
close 
beside him when he took the feartul 
plunge. 
He did not see him make 
the mistep, 
hut heaid the 
dinner 
bucket, which he carried in the d is­ 
engaged hand, strike the first set of 
timbers, and rem arked. 
‘‘My partner- 
gone d o w n .” 
The body was mangled in a shock­ 
ing manner. 
Deceased 
was a man of 
170 or 180 pounds weight, 
and the 
trun k 
when 
recovered 
from 
the 
bottom, was probably less than 70 
pound weight. 
P ortion of the body 
were scattered over the shaft timbers, 
and recovered in candle boxes. 
II 
was the most shockngly mangled body 
that coroner H uberty had ever met 
with in bis experience as coroner and 
nndertaker. 
The rem ains were simply 
sewn up in a canvas. 
There was no 
possiblity of joining them to resemble 
a hum an frame. 
The dinner bucket 
struck a wall 
plate a short distance from the su r­ 
face, and tipped its contents ot lunch 
on the timbers. 
The bucket svent 
down. 
The lunch indicated th at the 
contents of the pail were in ta c t—that 
tho deceased had not partaken thereof, 
uo doubt on account of his not feel­ 
ing well. 
His watch was found at the 1200 
statioD. 
The glass face was broken, 
otherwise it was not badly battered. 
JL’he hands marked 3:20—the tim e the 
disaster occurred. 
Some believe tnat being sick he 
fainted on reaching the top of the 
shaft, by contact with the fresh and 
kean air. 
The more 
probable ex­ 
planation is, that he was confused, 
had no recollection of the bearings of 
ihe shaft, aud stepped into the othei 
com partm ent, believing he was step- 
mg onto terra fuma. 
I t was tbe only 
direction that he could possibly step 
from the skip into the shaft, 
• 
An inquest was held the same after­ 
noon before coroner, G. M. H uberty 
and the following nathed jurors, J. 
H. T hrasher, Jos. Dalo, D. Poggi, 
Jo hn G iuci, 
W. Deavy, J. Bellosso, 
W. Ilanley, Tbeo Schwartz and B. 
Webb. 
The following witnesses were 
exam ined: 
E. 
H am pton, 
su perin ­ 


tendent, E. H am pton, jr., N. Basolo- 
vich, Bias Ghruich, A. 
Martigraso- 
vicb, 
Agostino 
Biasotti 
and

Petronzi. 
The jnry brought in the 
following verdict: 
.‘‘That deceased Eugene xMologuoni, 
a native o f'T y ro l, A ustria, aged 50 
years, came to his death, by accident­ 
ally stepping trom the skip, on reach­ 
ing the top of the shaft, into the 
south com partm ent of the shaft, aud 
that no blame attaches to any one on 
account of said sccidentai d e a th .” 
i’he tuneral took place yesterday. 
Services were held in tho Catholic 
church, aud the rem ains laid to rest 
in the local cem etery of that denom ­ 
ination. 
Deceased was a m arried man, hav­ 
ing a wife and children in Austria.

When Jam es Freeman Clarke was 
a young man he visited Salisbury, 
England. 
Here the beautiful cathe­ 
dral lifts its spire 404 feet into the 
air. The spire is topped by a ball, and 
on the ball stands a cross. 
From the 
ground the ball looks like an orange, 
but its diameter is really greater than 
■ man's height. 
Workmen were repairing the spire. 
Mr. Clarke saw them crawling round 
the slim steeple in the golden after­ 
noon like bugs on a bean stalk. 
The 
Impulse came to him to climb the 
spire and stand on the horizontal beam 
of the cross. 
Accordingly at dusk, 
when the workmen had left, the young 
American slipped in and made his 
way up the stairs to the little window 
which opened to the workmen’s stag­ 
ing. To run up the scaffolding to the 
ball was easy. Then came the slightly 
more bulging curve of the ball. 
A 
short platform gave him foothold. He 
reached up, put his hands on the base 
of the cross and pulled himself up. 
To gain the cross arm was merely 
"shinning” up a good sized tree, and 
soon he stood on the horizontal timber 
and, reaching up, touched the top of 
the cross. 
After enjoying his moment of exalta­ 
tion he slid to the foot of the cross, 
and, with his arms round the post, 
slipped down over the great abdomen 
of the ball. His feet touched nothing.

A NOBLE ENEMY. 


T h e F a t e o f M o k r n n i, n M o sle m C h ie f 
o f A fr ic a . 
France was never in greater danger 
of losing her colonies in Africa than 
during the war with Germany in 1870. 
The troops were recalled from Africa 
to take part in the conflict that was 
going on against France, and Algeria 
was left almost defenseless. 
The hour for which the conquered 
races had long waited had come, and 
if a holy war had been proclaimed It 
Is probable that the French would have 
been driven from northern Africa. 
But the tribes did not rise while the 
French had their hands full on the 
other side of the Mediterranean, and 
the fact was due to their fidelity to a 
solemn pledge. 
When the war broke out a chief of 
great influence among the tribes, Mo- 
k ra n i, gave his word to the governor 
general of Algeria that there should 
be no insurrection while the war lasted. 
That word was faithfully kept. Disas­ 
ter after disaster followed the French 
arms. 
The defeats of the war cul­ 
minated In the surrender of Paris. 
But not a man of the tribes of Kabylia 
stirred. 
The 
Moslem’s 
faith 
was 
plighted; the Moslem's faith was kept. 
When, however, the last battle had 
been fought and the treaty of peace 
signed, Mokrani, then released from 
his word, gave the governor general 
notice that In forty-eight hours he 
would 
declare 
war. 
The 
French 
armies, released from duty at home, 
hurried across the Mediterranean. The 
end was inevitable. 
Mokrani, seeing 
that all was lost, put himself at the 
head of his warriors and fell fighting 
in the front rank. The French erected 
a monument to mark the spot where 
their noble enemy perished. 


BIRTH OF THE MOON 


LUNA WAS FLUNG OUT OF THE EARTH 
INTO SPACE. 


• h e O n ce F i lle d , P e r h a p s , t h e G r e a t 
B a s in N o w O c c u p ie d b y th e P a c if ic

Millions of years ago the earth was 
not the land bound, sea swept globo 
so familiar to us, but a liquid mass on 
which floated crust some thirty-five 
miles thick. 
At that period, says the 
Strand Magazine, it turned on its axis 
at a constantly increasing speed that 
finally shortened the day to three hours. 
When that terrific velocity was ob­ 
tained 5,000 cubic million miles of mat­ 
ter were hurled off by the enormous 
centrifugal force, and our moon was 
born. The cleaving of so large a body 
must have left some scar on the earth’s 
surface. 
It has accordingly been sug­ 
gested that tho great basin now occu­ 
pied by the Pacific ocean was onco 
filled by what is now the moon. 
Our moon has the distinction of be­ 
ing the largest of all planetary sat­ 
ellites—so large, Indeed, that to tho 
inhabitants of Mars It must appear 
with the earth as a wonderfully beau­ 
tiful twin planet. 
Because the moon rotates on its axis 
in exactly the same time that it re­ 
volves around the earth we are des­ 
tined tq see little more than one hemi­ 
sphere. 
So slow is this rotation that 
the lunar day is equal to fifteen of our 
days. 
For half a month the moon is 
exposed to the fierce heat of the sun; 
for half a mouth it spins through space 
hi the densest gloom. 
Smaller in mass than the earth is, 
the moou’s attraction for bodies must 
be correspondingly less. 
A good* ter­ 
restrial athlete could cover about 120 
feet on the moon in a running broad 
jump, and leaping over a barn would 
lie a very commonplace feat. 
A man 
In the moon could carry six times as 
much and run six times as fast as he 
could on the earth. 
Although separated from us by a 
distance that at times reaches 253,000 
miles and is never less than 222,000 
miles, we know more of the physical 
formation of the single pallid face that 
the moon ever turns toward us than 
we* know of certain parts of Asia and 
the heart of Africa. 
Powerful tele­ 
scopes have brought our satellite with­ 
in a distance of forty miles of the 
earth. Physicists have mathematically 
weighed it and fixed its mass at one- 
eighth of the earth, or 73,000,000,000,­ 
000 tons. 
The moon presents aspects without 
any terrestrial parallel. Rent by fires 
long since 
dead, 
Its 
honeycombed 
crust seems like a great globe of chill­ 
ed slag. Craters are not uncommon on 
the earth, but in number, size and 
structure they bear for the most part 
little resemblance to those of the moon. 
A lunar crater Is not tlie mouth of a 
volcano having a diameter of a few 
hundred feet, but a great circular plain 
twenty, fifty, even a hundred miles 
in diameter, surrounded by a precipice 
rising to a height of 5,000 or 10,000 
feet, with a central hill or two about 
half as high. 
W ater cannot possibly exist as a 
liquid, for the temperature of the 
moon’s surface during the long lunar 
night Is probably not far from 400 
degrees below the zero mark of a 
Fahrenheit thermometer, and the at­ 
mospheric pressure is so low that a 
gas under pressure would solidify as 
it escaped. 
lee and snow are the 
forms, then, which lunar water must 
assume. 
Because of the present paucity of 
w ater the moon’s atmosphere is so ex­ 
ceedingly rare that startling effects 
are produced. Perhaps the most strik­ 
ing is that of the sunrise. Dawn and 
the soft golden glow that ushers in 
terrestrial day there cannot be. 
The 
sun leaps from the horizon a flaming 
sickle, and the loftier peaks imme­ 
diately flash into light. 
There Is no azure sky to relieve the 
monotonous effects of inky black shad­ 
ows and dazzling white expanses. The 
sun gleams in fierce splendor, with no 
clouds to diffuse its blinding light. 
All day long It is accompanied by the 
weird zodiacal light that we heboid at 
rare intervals. 
Even in midday the heavens are 
pitch black, so that, despite the sun­ 
light, the stars and planets gleam 
with a brightness that they never ex­ 
hibit to us even on the clearest of 
moonless nights at sea. 
They shine 
steadily, too, for it is the earth’s at­ 
mosphere that causes them to twinkle 
to our eyes. 
In the line of sight It is impossible 
to estimate distances, for there Is no 
such phenomenon as aerial perspec­ 
tive. Objects are seen only when the 
rays of the sun strike them. 
At times there may be observed 
spots which darken after sunrise and 
gradually disappear toward 
sunset. 
They cannot be caused by shadows, 
for shadows would be least visible 
when the sun is directly overhead. 
They appear most quickly at the 
equator and invade the higher alti­ 
tudes after a lapse of a few days. In 
the polar regions they have never been 
seen. 
W hat arc they? 
Organic life 
resembling Vegetation, answers Pro­ 
fessor Pickering of Harvard univer­ 
sity, vegetation that flourishes luxuri­ 
antly while the sun shines and withers 
at night. 
A single day, It may be urged, is 
not sufficiently long for the develop­ 
ment and decay of vegetation, but six­ 
teen hours on the moon is little more 
than half an hour on the earth; a day 
lasts half a month and may be regard­ 
ed aa it miniature season.

The salmon is one of the anadromous 
fishes, of which the shad and sturgeon 
are other examples, anadromous fishes 
being those that come from the sea and 
ascend fresh water streams to spawn 
and return to the sea again after 
spawning. It is not known of the shad 
whether it remains in deep water in 
the ocean not very far away from the 
river whence it came or whether it goes 
south, but it seems certain that some 
salmon at least spend their sea life not 
far away from their rivers, for salmon 
have been caught at sea in northern 
waters off the New England coast on 
books baited for cod, haddock and hal­ 
ibut.

LANGUAGE EVOLUTION. 


U se o f t lie S u ffix “ L e s s ” In 
V e r b s, 
N o u n s a n d A d je c tiv e s . 
Many will remember that some years 
ago there went on a violent contro­ 
versy about the word tireless. 
The 
discovery bad been made that “less” 
was a suffix which could properly be 
appended only to nouns; hvuce the 
form must be discarded, aud we must 
all tako pains to say untiring. 
The 
duty of so doing was preached from 
scores of professional and newspaper 
pulpits. 
No one seemed to think or 
care for the various other adjectives 
similarly formed and therefore liable 
to the similar censure which they 
never received. 
Hostility was direct­ 
ed against it alone. 
The actual flaw 
which vitiated tho arguments against 
tireless its censors never knew or took 
into consideration. This was that the 
fancied rule covering the creation of 
such words had practically long ceased 
to be operative whenever a new forma­ 
tion struck the sense of the users of 
language as being desirable. 
Unquestionably iu our earliest speech 
tbe suffix “less” when employed to 
form adjectives was joined only with 
nouns. 
But the general sloughing off 
of nominal' and verbal endings which 
went on in later centuries reduced a 
great proportion of substantives and 
verbs in the speech to precisely the 
same form. 
In consequence the sense 
of any fundamental distinction be­ 
tween the two broke down in many 
ways—In one way In particular. There 
is nothing easier in our speech than to 
convert a verb into a noun or a nouu 
into a verb. It is a process which has 
taken place constantly in the past aud 
is liable to tako place at any time in 
the future, either at the will or the 
whim of the writer or speaker.— 
Thomas R. Lounsbury iu Harper’s.
